Cheatham, through the use of 
an artificial heart, underwent 
surgery for a heart condition 
last week. However, according 
to John Platania, campus blood 
bank coordinator, hemorrhaging 
occurred and the request was 
made for fresh blood needed 
to help coagulation. Although 
Platania stated, there was sut- 
cicient processed blood avail- 
able, fresh blood was necussary. 

At 8:30 p.m. Ronald Ander- 
son, whe roomed in Draper Hall 


with Cheatham last semester, 
alerted Platania to the emer- 
gency. Within minutes many 
residents from the three halls 
and members of Greek organ- 
izations arrived at the Sacra- 
mento Blood Bank Platania 


said that some were clad in pa- 


jamas and tee-shirts 


The coordinator said Friday 
morning that according to 
blood bank personnel, “at 8 


am. Friday Ron had lost an 
amount of blood equivalent to 
the amount it would take to 
fill the entire circulatory 
tem of nearly three persons.”

Last Thursday, February 23, 
a Sacramento State College stu- 
dent underwent a very serious 
heart operation at Sutter Mem- 


orial Hospital. The difficult 
surgery involved the use of a 
heart-lung machine and many 


hours of expert medical effort 

During and immediately fol- 
lowing the operation, the stu- 
dent appeared to be doing 
nicely, but a short time later, 
he suddenly went into a critical 
stage. It seems that he began 
losing blood faster than it could 
be given him because his blood 
would not clot and seal off the 
incisions. There was processed 
blood available, but processed 
blood does not contain the sub- 
stances necessary for clotting 


and his own blood was by now 
performing 


incapable of the 


function. 
















































It became too evident that 
this man’s life was in a very 
delicate balance. It was also 
apparent that the only thing 
which could sway the balance 
to his favor was fresh blood 
containing the vital clotting 
substances. I was just going off 
duty from the surgery depart- 
ment when the doctors perform- 
ing the operation began their 
urgent appeal for fresh A-pos- 
itive blood. From direct obser 
vation I could see that the 
patient was now doing very 
poorly so I raced to the Blood 
Bank to donate some fresh 
blood so essential to this man’s 
life. Unfortunately my blood 
was unacceptable. 


Most fortunately, however, 
within minutes the Blood Bank 
was crowded with fellow stu- 
dents from SSC who were also 
willing and eager to help their 





fellow man in his fight for life. 
Shortly the necessary amount 


of proper blood was donated by 
the students and sped to the 
patient, 

The following morning the 
heart surgeon who had per- 
formed the operation told me 
that the patient who had pre- 
viously been so close to death 
now appeared to be coming 
along very nicely. Furthermore, 
he said that the factor which 
saved the student's life was the 
blood so unselfishly and so 
rapidly given by the donors. 

It is indeed heartwarming 
and comforting to know that 
this type of fellowship exists on 
campus. Because of the blood 
donors, today, we have a much 
better chance of having a to- 
morrow
